The 
officers immediately surrounded the 
place and awaited reinforcements. They 
believe that the entire body of con- 
victs, with the exception of the -two 
who were supposed to have gone out 
by way of Georgetown, are secreted in 
the neighborhood of the place where 
Seavis made his appearance, and that 
he was sent out by them as a scout to 
see if the coast wee clear before ven- 
turing out. 

The base of the mountain will be 
closely guarded tonight. and trailers 
will go through the entire mountain 
top at an early hour in the morning.

Hé called 
on all the free men who were lying 
down to get up. He said to the other 
convicts, Let's put the free men in 
front of us and shoot back at those 
fellows.’

“They kept us in the hills for a long 
time.

1882 he was made Archbishop Heraclea, 
and sent as nuncio to Spain, where 
he won general esteem and venera- 
tion. He was promoted to the rank 
of cardinal in 1887, and soon left Spain.

The other persons indicted are Wil- 
liam Gordon Crawford, who was 
Deputy Auditor for the Postoffice De- 
partment from June 12, 1893, to 
September 15, 1897, and is a member 
of one of the exclusive clubs of this 
city; Leopold J. Stern of Baltimore; 
George E. Lorenz of Toledo, O., for- 
merly a prominent official, and Martha 
J. Lorenz, his wife; John T. Cupper, 
Mayor of Lockhaven, Pa.; William C. 
Long, an Ohio man, who spent much 
time in this city in recent years and 
is an intimate friend of Machen; Mau- 
rice Runkle of New York City, and 
Thomas W. MacGregor. a protogé of 
Machen, who was a messenger at the 
of Machen's administration 
of the ee Delivery Service, and in 
recent years in charge of the supplies 
of the. Rural Free Delivery Service. 

Attorney Douglas, of Machen's coun- 
sel, in speaking of today’s indictments 
of Machen, said that they gage lh — 
same general charges as the 
indictment, although they all had at. 
ferent transactions and new  indict- 
ments were designed simply to 
strengthen the former ones.

Fossil Hall Opens at New Tork Today 
With Freaks in the Line of Antedi- 
luvian Monsters’ Remains. 

{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, July 31.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] Fossil Hall will be opened 
to the public tomorrow, at the Museum 
of Natural History, after being closed 
five months for rearrangements, and 
recently-discovered fossils, bones of 
animals that inhabited the earth ages 
ago, will be exhibited for the first 
time. Prof. Henry F. Osborn. vice- 
president of the museum, says the col- 
lection is the most complete in exist- 
ence, representing the researches of 
thirty-three years and the expenditure 
of hundreds of thousands of dollars by 
expeditions that have been sent to all 
parts of the globe. 

Occupying a place of honor in Fossil 
Hall is the skull of an imperial mam- 
moth, the giant of the elephant fam- 
ily, that was discovered in Texas. 
The skull bears tusks 13% feet long. 
In connection with the bones of the 
mammoth is an exhibit denoting the 
evolution of the elephant from prehis- 
toric time to the present day, the not- 
able feature being that the animal 
originally had four tusks. 

A perfect skeleton of the three-toed 
horse, known to science as the meso- 
hippus, is a priceless acquisition from

| Sandy Hook proving grounds. It was 


first test in 1901. Then the breech- 
block blew under thestrain of 29,000 
pounds to the square inch.

BUSINESS. 

Trade conditions in this section for 
the month ended yesterday are reflected 
in the total bank clearings in June, 
which were $26,186,266.68, averaging 


over a million dollars a day for the 
business days of the month. Wherefore, 
has there been but little summer com- 
plaint in business thus far this year. 
The showing is worthy of specal men- 
tion. As compared with June of last 
year, the figures show an increase of 
25.84 per cent., the aggregate being 
20,808, 088.83. For June, 1901, the total 
clearings were $12,662,506.75. Yesterday, 
the last day of the month, the clear- 


ings were $781,716.17, as compared with 


9543.64. 70 for the correfponding period 
of last year and $365,144.17 for the 
same day in 1901. 

Wheat, corn and oats were slightly 
off at Chicago, and trading in stocks at 
New York was extremely apathetic. 


EMPLOYERS’ ASSOCIATION. 
The organization of the National 
ment [whic of Employers is a move- 
ment which ought to be welcomed by 
every honest workingman. No such 
man can possibly take exception to 
the purpose of this organization. The 
association is not formed with the in- 
tent of antagonizing labor, but rather 
in reality for the purpose of dene 
fiting it. This organization has been 
made necessary, not by any conflict 
of interests with the real laboring men 
of the country, but by the persistent 
and pestiferous acts of men to whom 
@ portion of the laboring men of the 
country have delegated power to act for 
them. These acts, as The Times has 
gaid before, have become so intolera- 
Ble and so subversive of the interests 
of capital and labor alike, that not 
only the employers, but the people 
generally, have been impelled to re- 
volt. The evidence of this revolt is 
geen in many directions: even the 
Und leaders of the unions have at 
last come to see that they are after 
all not so superior to the government 
of the United States as they had as- 
sumed to be before the President 
called them down in connection with 
the incident in the Government Print- 
ing Office. 

The difficulty with the unions is 
that they proceed upon the assump- 
tion that capital is antagonistic to 
labor, and constantly treat employers 
as their enemies. If the masses of 
the workingmen will arouse to a 
realization of the fact that they are 
permitting themselves to be domi- 
pated by aset of petty tyr@ts who are 
working for their own personal inter- 
ests in stirring up strife to the 
disadvantage of the real workingman, 
and if they will do away with this 
class of leaders, and put in their place 
men who have a right conception of 
the reiation of capital and labor, and 


% who are working for and not against 


the interests of the laboring people, 
there will be no further destruction 
our industries by unnecessary 
strife. 

The Times does not object and never 
has objected to organization among 
laboring men. If the unions would 
admit to their arganization only such 
men as are of good moral tharacter 
if 


bership in their organization a testi- 
monial of good character and of 
skilled workmanship, then union 
labor would be at a premium. These 
conditions, however, are not enforced, 
no matter what the union labor lead- 
ers may profess. 

The demand to force upon employ- 
ers a uniform scale of wages for men 
whose earning capacities differ greatly 
is manifestly wrong. Justice demands 


that every man should be paid ac- 


cording to the services be renders. A 
man of one talent is not entitled to 
as much as the man who has ten. 
This is scriptural and it is right. 

It is equally unjust and absurd for 
an organization of laborers to insist 


Acatnithat no man not @ member of their 
“order be permitted to work with 


| 


„em. So long as unſon men insist 


upon the right to work for whom they 
please, 80 long will employers insist 
upon the right to employ whom they 
please. 

It the unions reorganize and pro- 
ceed upon the assumption of co- 
operation with their employers and 
not upon that of antagonism; and 
there will be no occasion for the ex- 
ercise of,any* hostile power on the 
part of the association of employers. 

A beautiful illustration of what 
may be done by such an organization 
is to be. seen in the International 


Printers Protective Fraternity. This 


organization has incorporated in its 
organic laws opposition to strikes and 
boycotts, and makes real merit the 
prime condition of membership. As a 
result the members of the Fraternity 
have no strikes, get better wages than 
union men, and lose no time because 
of idleness as a result of strikes. 
Their methods encourage generosity 
toward them on the part of th¢ir em- 
ployers instead of creating a spirit of 
opposition and exaction. With such 
principles and such a spirit prevailing 
labor and capital can codperate to the 
best interests of both. | 

A year or two ago, a lot of agitators 
stirred up discontent among the laun- 
dry workers in this city and induced 
them to strike. The Empire laundry 
was one of those against which an es- 
pecially bitter fight was made. But 
the management stood firm and freed 
the concern from union domination, 
Since then things have been running 
without the slightest friction at this 
laundry, and the feeling that prevails 
between the management and the em- 
ployés was manifested last Thursday 
evening when all sat down together 
at a banquet and enjoyed a regular 
love feast. 

The purpose of the National Asso- 
elation of Employers is not to fight 
workingmen, but to fight the greatest 
enemies of workingmen, namely, the 
men who stir up trouble and dissatis- 
faction among them. When its purposes 
shall have been worked out in this 
country, as they undoubtedly will be, 
all honest laboring men will see that 
they have been helped rather 
harmed by it. 


HE WALKER AND THE TALKER. 

Arizona, our sun-kissed sister, is 
absorbed, at the present writing, in 
the subject of delegates, there being 
two kinds of the same—the walking 
delegate and the talking delegate. 
The name of the former is legion and 
also mud, yet, not related to, but 
simply occupying: coextensive terri- 
tory with the other, which his name 
is Smith, But, while on the one hand 
the first mentioned of the species has 
been asked to make tracks across the 
Hassayampa (from Whose living 
waters no man can drink and again 
afterward tell the truth) and to shake 
the dust of the desert forever from 
the feet of him, on the other hand 
Smith hag been commanded_to return 
from the wigwams of the Ifoquois 
tribes of Los Angeles, where late he 
sojourned, to sit once more mid the 
tepees of the Walapais and Apaches 
that dot the alfalfa fields of the Salt 
River Valley. Thus it will be seen 
that it is still the doom of the walk- 
ing delegate to walk and of the talk- 
ing delegate to talk. 

Turning first to our off friend, the 
walking delegate, let us discover why 
it is that the sands of Arizona are 
growing so hot under his feet. It ap- 
pears that he fulfilled his worldly 
mission perfectly while his glad foot- 
steps wandered through the sun- 
kissed land. He saw mines being 
worked by busy, prosperous miners 
for large wages, the smelters and 
concentrators were humming their 
glad songs, pay days were coming 
around regularly and with pleasing 


results. So, he stepped in and put a 
stop to it all. In other words: II 
geen his duty and he done it.’ Nor 


was his task difficult, since he had 
previously succeeded in inducing a 
patriotic and fearless Territorial Leg- 
isiature to pass an eight-hour law so 
beautifully executed in all its details 
as to choke a mine owner or other 
employer of labor off the face of the 
earth with an ease and dispatch even 
greater than that with which the hy- 
drophobia skunk kills a sheep herder. 
But what thanks does he get? Why, 
the whole Territory turns “sore” on 
him, for, when the pay roll is burned 
up things are nct so pleasant any 
more, and Arizona is not the nicest 
place in the world to be, without a 
dollar in your pocket. The press 
Arizona has turned unanimously to 
berating the walking delegate, and, 
like Ishmael, he wanders about with 
every mans hand against him. For 
instance, says the Arizona Republican: 
“The agitator, the walking delegate, 
je the only representative of a class 
which does not want to see prosper- 
ity. That is a condition in which he 
cannot thrive. He is one whose in 
terests are opposed to those of an 
overwhelming number, and it ig al- 
most incomprehensible that he should 
succeed. But he has succeeded against 
as great odds elsewhere and he has

“Arizona will not tolerate’ any in- 


terference with the rights of others 


who wish to work. This fact may be 
accepted as the spirit which actuates 


and will control in Arizona, and those 


who attempt to violate this sacred 
will find themselves standing 
alone, with the law, the courts and 
the people against them, and the bas- 
tile open to receive them. Every 
man has the sovereign right fo labor 
Or not as he chooses, and upon such 
terms as he may determine upon, azd 
this without let or hindrance from 
any one.“ 

But, now as to the talking delegate, 
the Hon. Marcus Aurelius Smith—well, 
that’s another story. He is wanted 
at home, it is true, but it is probably 
for no other reason than thai ‘the 
Democratic hosts who sent him to 


Congress desire to crown him with 


new laurels. And why not? Didn't 
he stand up in the wigwams of the 
los Angeles Iroquois and misrepre- 
sent and abuse Senator Bard? And 
didn't he get the Republican Con- 
gressman from the Los Angeles dis- 
trict to come into that meeting and 
applaud him?~ Why shouldn't the 
Democrats of Arizona be proud of 
Smita? He's a wonder.

TRAINS CRASH 


IN THE NIGHT. 


Three Hobos Instantiy Killed 
by the Collision. 


Floods of Burning Oil Dashed on 
Poor Unfortunates. 


Santa Fe Trains Numbers 3 and 
4 Pile up in Arizona by 
Misread Orders. 


Ground into a shapeless. grewsome 
macs, then burned to a crisp by re- 
peated deluges of boiling, smoking oil, 
in a death that executioners of the 
Spanish Inquisition might well have 
envied, Albert T. Shepler. en route 
from Pittsburgh to Los Angeles, and 
two unidentified tramps paid the hor- 
rible penalty of their rashness in steal- 
ing rides upon Santa Fé overlands in 
Arizona yesterday. That the accident 
which snuffed out the existence of 
these miserable fellows did not go down 
ii Coats rallroad history as the peer of 
the dread disaster at Byron is due 
to nothing but the sheer good luck of 
the company: for gross, criminal 
carelessness on the part of a train 
crew in misreading their running or- 
ders is held solely to blame for the 
fatal crash — 

Santa Fé limited trains Nos. 3 and 
met head on eleven miles east of 
Needles 
zona at 4:45 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing. To the earliness of the hour and 
the fact that both trains were carry- 
ing fewer passengers than usual can 
‘be ascribed the lack of fatalities that 
followed the crash. Both engines 
were completely wrecked; torn and 
twisted into unrecognizable chunks of 
mangled iron, and both composite car 
were telescoped, the west-boung one 
Leing burned with considerable bag- 
gage. Engineer L. H. Fitch and Fire- 
man F. T. Moore, who, with Conductor 
Ed Gibson, were running No. 4, 
jumped: Cibsonremained with the train 
being farther back. Conductor Guy 
Carpenter, Engineer Charles Ireland 
and Fireman P. O. Meacham of No. 3 
also jumped and sustained sever? 
scrateches, but were not thought seri- 
ously injured. Shepler and the two 
men with him were riding on the rear 
of engine No. 1096, which was pulling 
No. 4, the west-bound train; the 
crash brought the blind baggage upon 
them and all three apparently died 
instantly. Floods of burning 011 
rained over their bodies from the ten- 
der of 1096, and finished whatever 
work the collision might have left un- 
done. Shepler's body was removed 
from the wreck; the others were so 
wedged and pinned down by the tim- 
bers that they could not be dislodged. 
Shepler was on his way to visit his 
sister, Henrietta Shipler, 19 vears of 
age, staying at No. 601 Temple street, 
this city, with her aunt, Mrs. John 
Kelley. Shepler has a younger broth- 
er in Pittsburgh, and was expected to 
arrive here this evening. Instead, his 
relatives have received the news of 
his death. The remains will be buried 
at Needles. 3 

Immediately after the wreck, the re- 
lief train was hurried out to render 
such aid as the first reports of the col- 
lision had indicated were necessary; 


‘and a few minutes later the fire de- 


partment of the Santa Fé, companies 
Nos. 1 and 2, was hurried out by a 
Special, but nothing more than the 
frame of the composite car of the 
west-bound needed attention. Swift 
examination of the ears remaining 
disclosed the welcome news that aside 
from a general shaking up and minor 
bruises the passengers were unhurt. 
An inquest on the bodies of the dead 
tramps will be held this morning at 
Mellen. 

The crew of No. 3 are said to admit 
that they misread the train orders re- 
veeived at Kingman which called for 
Nos. 3 and 4 to meet at Mellen. They 
read the order as calling for Needles, 
hence the wreck. An investigation 
will be held by the company. 


“According to our advices,” said 


| John R. Hitchcock, assistant to the 


general manager of the Santa Fé, last 
night, the accident was due to No. 3 
running past Mellen contrary to or- 
ders. At Mellen, the train should 
have been sidetracked to allow No. # 
to pass. No. 4 was trying to make up 
for lost time. No. 3, which should 
have arrived in Los Angeles at 2:05 
yesterday afternoon, is not now ex- 
pected before some time this morn- 
ing. 

“As to damage, it cannot be closely 
estimated in dollars and cents yet. 
However, thé two engines are re- 
ported demolished and two cars, one 
on either train, are ruined. 

“Passengers and train crew weré 
severely shaken up, and three per- 
sons, presumably tramps, who are said 
to have been riding the blind baggage, 
were killed. Neither train was 
crowded with passengers, fortunately, 
and it is believed all on board escaped 
serious injury; a fact believed to be

“No. 3's engine was in charge of En- 
gineer Ireland and Fireman Meacham, 
while No. 4 was run by Engineer Fitch 
and Con@uctor Gideon. The engine 
men are all ‘believed to have been 
more or less injured; how seriously is 
not known here as yet. Ireland has 
time, nearly 15 years, and has never 
been in an accident heretofore. Con- 
ductor Carpenter on No. 3 is an old 
employé also. An investigation into 
the causes of the accident will be made 
within a few days. The company will 
then ascertain why orders were dis- 
obeyed.”’ 

Train No. 3 was due at La Grande 
station at 2:05 yesterday afternoon 
and No. 4 left at 8 o'clock the night 
previous. The long experience and ex- 
cellent record of the trainmen in 
charge of No. 3 leads the rallroad offi- 
clals to express surprise and 
considerable doubt that the men could 
have misread their orders, and the 
matter is thought to be more likely a 
mistake of judgment. 

Mellen, the station where the acci- 
dent occurred, is about twelve miles 
east of Needles on the Colorado River. 

The train which was made up of the 
undamaged portions of the wrecked 
west bound. and which after the track 
was cleared eeded westward, did 
not arrive in Angeles until nearly 
2 o'clock this morning. e trainmen 
who had received bruises or were 
otherwise injured had of course re- 
ceived what attention they needed

FOREIGN FACTS.

The custom of numbering houses was 
not introduced till the eighteenth cen- 


tury. 

The new Palace Hotel at. Bombay 
has ordered 320 electric clocks of a 
German firm at Wiesbaden. 


It is estimated that London is dam- 
aged to the extent of $25,000,000 a year 
by fogs and the smoke which aggra- 
vates them. 

The glass industry, in all its branches 
and side lines, gives employment to 
60,000 persons in Germany. There are 
400 factories. 

An Arabic ‘“‘remedy” for insanity le 
to shut up the patient for a fortnight 
in a dark room and make him eat 
seven young dogs. 

Official figures show that during the 

ears 1888 to 1900 the mortality in the 

nch army was more than double 
that in the German army. 

The habit of allowing children to 
play, unattended, before open fire- 
places caused about 1500 fatal accl- 
dents last year in England. 

Few German actors receive more 
than $4000 a year for a steady engage- 
ment; in the smaller cities $2000 a year 
is the maximum for the best artists. 

The French Academy of Arts and 
Sciences has about $100,000 a year to 
spend for artistic and scientific pur- 
poses; it also owns the castle of Chan- 
tilly, with its art treasures. 

Leprosy, according to Jonathan 
Hutchison, F.R.S., is only a form of 
tuberculosis, and its bacillus can be 
received into the system only by the 
stomach (contaminated food.) 

The Empress of China is trying to 
overcome the nationat prejudice against 
photography. She has even permitted 
the wives of foreign ambassadors at 
Peking to bring their cameras to her 
palace. 

Until recently the Russian artillery 
had to be satisfied for the most part 
with the horses not wanted in the cav- 
alry department. Hereafter first-class 
animals are to be provided for the ar- 
tillery too. 

At a recent auction sale of rare eggs 
in London, a moa's egg from New 
Zealand was withdrawn because it did 
not reach the reserve price of $1000. 
Another example was sold some years 
ago for $1250. 

The Bavarians are well aware that 
they make the best beer in the world. 
Their exports last year amounted to 
2,605,801 hectoliters, while the imports 
were only 1,075,926 hectoliters, mostly 
from Austria. 

Of the 37,813 students at the German 
universities this sumer 5781 are at Ber- 
lin, 4696 at Munich, and 3605 at Leip- 
sic. There is an increase over last year 
in all the faculties, except in the med- 
ical, which is decreasing. 

Living telegraph poles are among the 
curiosities of Uganda. When the tele- 
graph line (now covering over 1000 
miles) was laid, the trunks of a kind 
of fig tree were used as poles. These 
took root and now bear fruit. 

There are about ninety female physi- 
cians in London and its suburbs. The 
Royal Free Hospital employs sixteen, 
and there are seventy women students 
in it. In all England there are about 
six hundred women physicians. 

The most accurate watch ever made 
was recently tested at the Kew Na- 
tional Physical Laboratory, and found 
to deviate less than three seconds a 
month. The maker lives at Chaux de 
Fonds, Switzerland, and has refused 
$1000 for it. 

Since last October the children in the 
public schools of Strassburg have had 
a chance to have their teeth taken care 
of free, the city paying the dentists. 
Among 10,661 children only 165, or a 
trifle more than 1 per cent., were found 
to have sound teeth. 

A French pedagogue has organized 
an agency for the interchange of chil- 
dren in different countries so that they 
may acquire new languages and learn 
to appreciate foreign customs, Care is 
taken to place the children in families 
of the same social position. 


At the last Colonial Congress in Paris 
a marine physician called attention to 
the growing indulgence in opium in 
Toulon, Marseilles and other French 
harbor cities. A peculiarity of the 
amokers is that they eagerly try to in- 
duce others to adopt their deadly habit. 


In Norway and Sweden a number of 
women serve as sailors, and some of 
them are pilots. Along the coast of 
Brittany about 3000 women earn their 
living as members of the crews 
of fishing smacks. They have to ob- 
tain special licenses; sixty-three were 
granted last year. 

The Fronde, the organ of the French 
woman suffragists, opposes the pro- 
posed monument to Taine because he 
asserted that women tell twice as 
many lies as men, and once remarked: 
“If the girl you admire has rosy cheeks 
and bright eyes, do not infer that she 
is an angel, but simply that she goes 
to bed at 9 and eats plenty of chops.” 

A nursemaid left her baby carriage 
standing among the trunks at the 
railway station at Giessen, Germany, 
while she was saying good-by to her 
mother. The baggagemaster put it in 
the car, the train moved off, and it 
was not till a telegram was received 
at the next station that it was discov- 
ered that there was a baby asleep in 
the carriage. 

A silver medal for military valor was 
lately bestowed on an Italian soldier 
in presence of the whole army because, 
at imminent risk of his own life, he 
had, last spring, saved two officers who 
were sliding down toward a precipice 
in the Alps, by fastening his rifle 
firmly in the snow and stopping them 
with his extended arms. The precipice 
was only sixty yards below.

ANTA BARBARA BAPTISTS 
OPPOSED TO DIVORCE. 


MEMBER PROMPTLY EXPELLED 
FOR MARRYING AGAIN. . 


— — — 


Sentiment of Congregation Practically 
Unanimous, Some Even Favoring More 
Positive Declaration—Dispute in Oil 
581 Settled After Much Litiga- 
tion. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THF TIMES. } 
SANTA BARBARA, “July 31.—The 
Baptists of Santa Barbara have gone 
on record as being unalterably op- 
posed to the marriage of div . 
orced per- 

sons, particuuarly those who are mem- 
bers of ie local church. This was 
conclusively established last night at 
a regular monthly meeting of the con- 
gregation when one of the members 
of the church was expelled for the an- 
nounced reason that he had been di- 
verced and had recently taken unto 
himself a second wife. It is evident 
that the members of the church have 
been discussing the incident informa)- 
ly in their homes or over the back 
fence, for the action taken at last 
night's meeting was preceded by very 
little discussion, and when the mat- 
ter was brought to a vote, every Rap- 
tist in the gathering voted in favor 
of the expulsion of the offending mem- 
ber. As the rules of the mother or- 
ganization permit the Baptist congre- 
gations to establish their own regula- 
tions With relation to the penalties to 
be prescribed for offending members, 
the local organization essayed to draw 
the line between divorce and second 
marriage. It was contended by a few 
of the church leaders at last night's 
meeting that there had been too much 
leniency in the past, and as these 
opinions seemed to meet with genera! 
approval, a resolution was passed in 
which the declaration was made that 
the hand of fellowship would be with- 


drawn from any member who, after 
having been divorced, should again 
establish marital relations. The reso- 


lution was carried without opposition. 
Indeed, there were not a few who were 
of the opinion that the church ought 
to go further by making the resolu- 
tion so as to include all persons who 
had secured a divorce, @hether Cupid 
still remained a bold tempter or not. 
The action taken will have to stand, 
as the rules of the church do not ad- 
mit of an appeal. 
SETTLEMENT REACHED. 

A settlement has finally been reached 
between the Guarantee Oil and Refin- 
ing Company and W. D. Robinson, for- 
merly président of the corporation, be- 
tween whom there have been differ- 
ences arising from operations in the 
Texas oil field. The Guarantees com- 
pany is composed of local capitalists, 
who organized and sold stock, with a 
guarantee that the company would 
strike a gusher or receive none of the 
money, which was placed on deposit 
in a local bank pending developments. 
The project failed, and in order to re- 
coup their losses the promoters pur- 
chased a compresser, with which wells 
owned by others and which had ceased 
to gush were made to flow by the com- 
pre -air method. Thirty thousand 
doliars was spent for the machinery. 
and soon after it was installed the 
Reaumont field went barren. On a 
charge of mismanagement, the princi- 
pal stockholders brought suit against 
Robinson for an accounting and $5000 
damages. Robinson. in turn. brought 
suit against the company. in Texas. 
for salary and expenses, After the at- 
torneys on either side had struggied 
for supremacy out of court a eompro- 
mise was reached, the company agree— 
ing to pay Robinson $1900 in full satis- 
faction of his claim for services and a 
small amount additional for expenses 
incurred. The principal promoters of 
the Guarantee company lost heavily 
in their Beaumont enterprise.

THE NEGRO’S RECORD. 
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Figures That Prove Him to Be Both 
Peaceable and Industrious— The Hope 
Tpat is Ahead for Him. 

[Chattanooga Times:]! As the po:t 
remarked, lest we forget.“ it might 
not be a bad idea to look for a moment 
at the other side of the race problem. 
Not all negroes are murderers, rapis:s 
and thieves; in fact, considering ali the 
circumstances, the proportion of the 
criminal class to the industrious, sen- 
sible, hard-working men of the race is 
neither appalling nor large. It is nat- 
urally possible tor us to become a bit 
hysterical over the frequent manifesta- 
tions of the degeneracy of a class of 
negroes, in most instances found about 
the cities, as shown by the large num- 
ber of crimes committed by them with- 
in the past few months, and the conse- 
quent unusual number of lynchings: 
especially is this true if we persist in 
locking only at the ugly side of the pic- 
ture. The very fact thut even so many 
of the race are going rapidly and head- 
long to the bad has its hopeful feature, 
because the record tells us that there is 
a much larger number going in the 
other direction.

THE INDUSTRY 
ERN COMBINE STILL 
SHORT OF CRUDE OIL. 
— 
CAN'T’ GET PRODUCT TO FULL 
STORAGE RESERVOIR. 
— 


Many New Rigs in Operation—Com- 
pany Hopes to Increase Its Production. 


Water Problem Settled. 


The Associated Of! Company has had 
its 400,000-barrel reservoir at the Kern 
River fleld comp@eted for some time, 
but it is still empty. Not a drop of oil 
has been stored in it for the simple 
reason that the big combine has noth- 
ing to store. All that it produces ts 
being sold under contract which it has 
not enough all to supply, hence the ac- 

tivity, in drilling in the field. 

At present it can be safely predicted 
that unless the output of the field is 
greatly increased there will be a de- 
cided shortage of oll within the next 
six months, as the demand is growing 
every day. The field continues to in- 
crease its production at a rapid pace. 

The Associated now has six strings 
of tools running on the Central Point 
lease on section 4, 29. 28. ‘adjoining 
the properties of the Southern Pacific. 
Alma. Red Rank, Revenue, Apollo and 
other prominent companies. It is re. 
ported that in addition to the demand 
for oil, the combine is compelled to 

1 extensively on this particular 
lease by the fact that its contract calls 
for some thirty wells which must be 
drilled within the next six months. 

The Southern Pacific has completed 
the Standard tank of 55.000 barrels on 
the San Joaquin territory. It is re- 
ported that the company intends to 
build four more standard tanks on this 
property. The building of these tanks 
on the Associated property goes [to 

confirm the news of the deal between 
the combine and the railroad companys. 
The existence of a large contract for 
supplying oil by the former to the lat- 
ter is admitted by even the Associated 
itself. 

While the Southern Pacific is build- 
ing tanks and securing an interest in 
the Associated Oil Company the Santa 
Fé Ratlroad Company is also busy on 
its property operating under the name 
of the Petroleum Development Com- 
| pany, on section 24, 23. 27 and 28, where 

oil was first discovered in Kern county. 


— 


| Four additional wells will be drilled at 
once and it is believed that more will 
follow shortly. 
STANDARD LINE STILL WORKS. 
According to northern reports oil is 
now flowing into the big reservoirs of 
the Standard Oil Company at Point 
Richmond at the rate of 10,000 barrels 
a duy. There has been no trouble 
since the break in the line near Marti- 
nez. Everything is now moving off like 
clockwork, just the same as though the 
line had been in operation several 
years. The great pipe line is a suc- 
cess, at least so it seems. 


WATER PROBLEM SOLVED. 


CAUSING NO TROUBLE IN KERN. 
[SPRCTAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.} 

BAKERSFIELD, July 31.—The water 
question, once the bugaboo of many 
Kern-county oll men, is now said to 
| be practically a thing of the past. None 
of the dire results predicted have yet 
, oceurred and companies which were 
once having trouble with, water in 
their wells have met and conquered 
the difficulty. 

Last January when the Legislature 
was in session a large meeting was 
held to consider the problem and a 
number of the chief operators ex- 
pressed the opinion that unless legis- 
lative action was taken to prevent it 
the oil industry would de threatened 
with ruin. They formulated a draft of 
a bill to be forwarded — Sacramento 
and many of them ut ed its passage 
very strongly. It failed to pass. In its 
place there was passed another Dill 
less stringent andl more general in its 
terms than the one prepared at the 
meeting which made it incumbent 
upon every operator to plug wells in 
which excessive amount of water 
might be found. 

Now the sentiment appears to have 
changed. No further complaints of 
water are being heard. Several com- 
panies which were reported to be hav- 
ing trouble are now doing very well. 
A little difficulty is said to now be ex- 
perienced in shutting off water and 
with the use of four-inch pumps the 
results are . to be satisfactory. In 
the few cases—isolated ones in differ- 
ent. parts of the flelde—where it has 
been necessary to abandon well on 
account of water no damage has re- 
sulted, so far as known, to any ad- 
joining property. 

The consensus of opinion among oll 
men seems to be that me. water ques- 
tion is now a thing of the past and 80 
‘far as can be foretold will not again 
disturb operations in the Kern-county 
fields. The problem was a new one to 
many operators and at first they 
feared very serious consequences and 
called for legislative action, but it now 
appears that, for the present at least, 
the need for this is passed and the 
prpblem seems to be solved by the op- 
eratives themselves.

At present there seems to be taking 
place a Renaissance of Unitarianism in 
New England and possibly in some 
other parts of the country. It is a good 
time for this work on Channing to ap- 
pear. It gives a good idea of the atti- 


tude that was taken by the leaders in 


the famous revolt from Calvinism 
which affected such change in the theo- 
logical and, we might add, literary life 
of New England. It also gives the 
reader some idea of the way in which 
the more recent leaders of the move- 
ment have come to regard the work 
their sect has accomplished. The pe- 
cullarly supercilious way of treating 
the scholarship of other bodies of 
Christians, which has made it difficult 
for many to study the strong points of 
Unitarianism, is not perceived by Mr. 
Chadwick, but we believe that the 
reader of the book will have aburfdant 
occasion to perceive it. There is an 
unconscious element about it all that 
fs highly instructive to the reader and 
perhaps explains why there has been 
no growth in the Unitarian body. There 
Was once 4 time when there was but 
one Congregational Church in Boston 
that remained true to New England 
Orthodoxy. Today the Unitarian Con- 
gregational churches are outnumbered 
by the Orthodox or 14 
gational, not to mentiog the very large 
number of other Protestant bodies that 
have grown very rapidly in the same 
city. There has been no increase in 
the number of Unitarian churches in 
Boston during the last fifty years, and 
the same is true of the subuurbs; but 
there has been an actual diminution 
in numbers. All this needs explana- 
The answer is given in the life 
of Channing, though the author does 
not clearly perceive it. ‘ihe position 
held by that famous divine and which 
has been the guiding principle of his 
followers, was, as has been pointed out 
by some liberal] theologians and his- 
torians, a one-sided assertion of a great 
truth, that there was something es- 
sentially divine in human nature. It 
Was mixed up with an optimism which 
knew little of the world and still less of 
religious experience. It was what men 
heed to hear after the gloomy doctrines 
‘of a Calvinism gone to seed. And it 
roused a great enthusiasm, gave rise 
to a great literary movement, and then 
use it was one-sided and partial, 
t declined. We would explain the rise 
and decay of Unitarian sect in this 
Way rather than by laying any empha- 
sis upon the lack of clear theological 
reasoning on the part of its leaders. 
Andrew Norton was for his day a 
great Biblical scholar. But there scems 
never to have been any great theolo- 
gian influential in the movement. 
Channing himself was in his Christol- 
©gy an Arian. It was an exploded, Iillogi- 
cal theology that lead to polytheism. 
but he did not have the theological 
acumen or knowledge to see it. But 
‘hat was great in Channing was apart 
rom his theology, which was weak 
and antiquated; it was his piety. It is 
good to see that, after all, piety speaks 
but one language, and that many may 
De ever so imperfectly informed as to 
even the simpler points of dogma and 
yet be filled with what, after all, is 
greater than dogma, important as that 
is, and this we find in Channing. Mr. 
Chadwick has performed the work of a 
Diographer with care and discrimina- 
tion. Rut his imperfect acquaintance 
with theology outside his own sect 
ders him a poor person to deal with 
the large movements of thought which 
are taking place in the whole world 
and which have for their en) some- 
thing quite different from what appears 
to be the culmination to which he 
looks.

“The Mothers“ ts a poem in blank 
verse with occasional stanzas that 
rhyme. It is intensely old-fashioned in 
Style and treatment, and is much out 
of place at the present time. Shake- 
epeare’s language was fitted to Shake- 
speare’s time; it is valued now for its 
classic strength and purity, and for 
{ts brilliant imagination and Its keen 
wit and philosophy. Milton and Dry- 
den had attributes in common with 
their times. Notwithstanding that 
this is an age far removed in the man- 
net of speech and thought from that 
which gave to the world the master- 
pieces of the classic bards, attempts are 
being constantly made to put twentieth 
eentury affairs into gixteenth century 
language. This poem, for instance, 
would have been a great deal more in- 
teresting had it been composed with- 
out a straining after old styles—it 
could have been put into simple Eng- 
lish, say with Tennyson for a model. 
if a model, were needed. As it is, it is 
dull, dry reading. Indeed, it is hardly 
worth the reading. The idea of the 
poem grew out of a mevement, started 
a number of years 28 North- 
borough, Mass., to hBmor motherhood.

Father Vs. Lover. 
THE INTEPFERENCFE OF PATRICIA. By 
Lilian Bell. L. C. Page 4 Co., Boston. 
There are some things for which one 
look, and some things for which one 
does not look in the works of Lilian 
Bell, One expects sprightliness, hu- 
mor. and human interest, but not any 
great depth of thought, not anything 
so convincing that it will be long re- 
membered. In fact, the merits of LIl- 
lan Bells writings may be summed up 
in the one word “readability.” Thus 
it is with “The Interference of Pa- 
tricia,”" a breezy little tale which will 
serve to while away an hour or so and 
which may then be forgotten. The 
scene is laid in Denver, where “the cli- 
mate is hard on woman and “(fine 
horses and good for men and mules.” 
That there are elements of excite- 
ment to be found in the story may be 
gathered in the very early pages of 
the book, when the author describes 
the atmospheric conditions of this 
city of the West.

A Secret Service Tale. 

“The Gilded Lady’ is a good de- 
tective story, though it is by no means 
as exciting as some other detective 
yarns that have been spun this season. 
The narrator is supposed to be Hen 
V. Chardon, late of the United States 
Secret Service. This gentieman tells, 
in a very clear and interesting manner 
and with much attention to Jetails, of 
his long and tedious search for an elu- 
sive person known as “The Prince of 
Omaha and his gang of confederates, 
who, disguised as business men and 
gentiemen of leisure, embark on a 
steam yacht, The Gilded Lady, in pur- 
suance of a gigantic plan to perpetrate 
a crime against the United States gov- 
ernment. Their scheme is certainly 
one of the most unique and original 
that has ever been brought to the no- 
tice of the public; if it originated in 
the brain of the author of the book, 
Mr. Will M. Clemens, the United States 
government has reason to congratulate 
iteelf upon the fact that Mr. Clemens 
has chosen as his vocation the entirely 
lawful one of literature. Chief Barnes, 
that old hero ef secret service fame, 
assigned Henry Chardon, a_ trusted 
member of the force and a man of 
wide experience, to the duty of “shad- 
owing” The Gilded Lady and all on 
board. Chardon soon discovers that 
this is not the easily accomplished task 
which he had at first imagined it to 
be. The yacht has a tantalizing trick 
of being in port one minute and out 
of it the next, while her owner proves 
to be a veritable will-o’-the-wisp. Char- 
don follows the trail of the gang from 
New York, along the Atlantic coast 
ports to Jacksonville, and back again.

The cover is up to 
date enough to please anyone, but the 
decorative leaves scattered here and 
pages will in-

other days. This is no detriment to 
the book; on the contrary, it does just 
what the publishers were right in 
thinking it would do: it harmonizes 
with the times of which the story tells 
and helps to make it impressive. The 
author, William Garrott Brown, a 
southerner, explains the origin of his 
story in the following prefatory note: 
“The following narrative was found 
among the papers of the late Col. Stan- 
ton Flmore soon after his death, whtch 
occurred in London near the end of 
the last century. Col. Elmore left this 
country immediately after the down- 
fall of the southern Confederacy, and 
did not return until the close of the 
Franco-Prussian War, in which he had 
served on the staff of a French officer 
of high rank. His personal memoirs 
cover his services in America, in 
Egypt. and on the continent of Fu- 
rope, beginning with the first Manas- 
sas and ending with Sedan, where his 
varied military career came also to 
an end. The manuscript now given to 
the public has, apparently, no connec- 
tion with the body of the memoirs. It 
relates, as will be seen, to a period 
preceding his enrollment in the Con- 
federate army, and to events in which 
he was, at the time. too young to have 
any part.” Of course, the public is 
well aware of the fact that the “per- 
sonal memoirs” story is an old literary 
trick, and that very few of such are 
anything more than the personal me- 
moirs conceived in the brain of the in- 
genious writer. In this instance, how- 
ever, we are inclined to believe that 
the memoirs are true enough. If they 
are not, the author has an unusual 
imagination. His characters were res- 
idents of the “Black Beit“ in the Caro- 
linas, and typical old-style southern- 
ers. He tells of their domestic felicl- 
ties and infelicities in an entertaining 
manner. The love-story element is, like 
everything else in the book, unique. It 
is also rather strong and is set out 
in a clear-cut fashion. Mr. Brown has 
an easy style which makes what he 
writes readable. In “A Gentl®man of 
the South” perhaps the only thing to 
which one could take exception is the 
mournful note struck all the way 
through the story. A tragedy closes 
the last chapter, and the serious reader 
is apt to finish the tale with a sense of 
heaviness that is not healthful for a 
hopeful, sunshiny mind.

The Race Question. 
THE SOULS OF BLACK 

Burghardt du Boils. A. 

Chicago. 

This is a distinct contribution to 
the understanding of the great problem 
that is before this country as a whole, 
and which will have to be salved. It 
will be of no use to say that there is 
no problem; there always has been 
such a problem here, as there always 
is when one race ‘is resident among 
another race that is alien to it in 
thought and feeling, and where the 
| Cppertunttips of life are wholly differ- 
ent for the two races. When there 
were but very few persons ot African 
descent in this country the problem 
Was present in a milder form. There 
was always the question how the white 
race should treat the man of the black 
race. That question might not have 
deen asked very forcibly by the black 
man, but it was asked by every intel- 
‘ligent white person, and various an- 
swers were given, and possibly all the 
answers were approximations to the 
truth. When the numbers changed and 
\the black race became very consider- 
ble in one portion of the country so 
that in some counties they actually 

uthumhered the whites, the problein 
that arose was always difficult to an- 
swer, and there was no answer wholly 
watisfactory either to the moral sense 
lof the country at large, or the com- 
munity where the black race was most 
abundant. Today the situation is more 

cute than ever, in spite of the fact (or 
hall we say because of the fact,) that 
he black man has been placed upon 
something of a political equality with 
the white man. We believe that this 
recent increase in the acuteness has 
been due to the political privileges that 
have been granted the black man, and 
which it is the purpose of the States 
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where the blacks are most numerous 


to defeat. It is out of the question for 
the white man of any part of this 
country to submit to any second period 
like the time of reconstruction in 
which the black race dominated the 
white. That terrible outrage to the 
sentiments of the South will never be 
forgotten. But what chance is there 
for any solution of the problem? We 
believe that the chance depends upon 
the intelligent interest that both the 
white and the black man take in the 
problem and upon the absence of 
prejudice in arriving at a solution. 
And by prejudice we mean, for the 
most part, the certainty of conviction 
that is unwilling to face the facts, or 
rather to discover the facts and to ap- 
preciate the labors that have been 
spent by men of all opinions upon the 
race problem. We do not agree with 
Prof. DuBois in the theory he holds as 
to the best method of going to, work. 
We believe that he fails to appreciate 
the real cause of the present acute 
stage of the problem. We believe that 
he has been moved by the very spirit 
that has rendered the work of the 
friends of the negro in both North and 
South difficult and almost hopeless. He 
may not do a little harm by this work. 
He will intensify the prejudice that 


holds the races apart, or rather is 
separating them further. But we 
have said that the book is a distinct 


contribution to the understanding of 
the present problem. And we believe 
that we are right in so describing the 
work Us it gives, as perhaps no other 
book gives, a remarkably clear picture 
of the mind of the educated colored 
man, as well as the uneducated, In the 
face of the color question. The white 
man needs to understand the black 


man’s mind. And Prof. DuBois has 
furnished a valuable contribution to 
this preliminary investigation, an in- 


vestigation which will have to be made 
and can best be made from the side of 
the black man. This book is written in 
a pleasing, but rather ornate style, and 
if the Wader is a little annoyed by the

A Hindu-American Book. 


VEDANTS PHILOSOPHY. By Swami Abhe- 
dananda. The Vedanta Society. New York. 


In the present religious upheaval in 
ths country, all manner of curious na- 
tive and new, as well as some foreign 
and ancient, beliefs are finding a foot- 
hold. Among the foreign, the older re- 
ligions of India, as nearest akin to the 
Christian, are finding easiest trans- 
plantation; but if the most recent book 
by one of the two Hindu teachers who 
have found warmest welcome in the 
United States were any criterion, there 
would be Ittle that is original to rec- 
ommend “The Vedanta Philosophy” to 
the enthusiastic audiences that have 
indorsed it. As a matter of fact, the 
book, which is an attempt at com- 
promise with Christianity and the the- 
ory of evolution, at a presentation of 
oriental ideas in a form palatable to 
occidental minds, does not present the 
principles and doctrines that are most 
pecullar to the thought it purports to 
represent, but rather such principles as 
are common to this and Christianity 
and such as are easily assimilated to 
Christianity and the philosophic sys- 
tems that have grown up under it. 
Eastern mysticism has been almost en- 
tirely eliminated, and the philosophy 
of the book is very simple; it is a com- 
bination of something very like the 
Platonic doctrine of ideas, a few prin- 
ciples that have been handed down to 
the western world from the Greek 
schools of Heraclitus, Pythagoras and 


similar to that of Hegel but not as 
logically carried out. The actual po- 
sition of women in India is obscured 
and condoned and the laws which keep 
them in this condition ignored, while 
much is made of the idea of the mother 
principle in God, the productive en- 
ergy. as taught in the early Hindu phil- 
esophy. This idea of the motherhood 
of God, which, if the writer remembers 
correctly, was first insisted on by 
Julia Ward Howe, doubtless appeals to 
the women’s-club element in the 
Swamt's audiences, which is by far the 
largest element; but the idea is, in ef- 


osophy. A study of the original sources 
of information in so far as they have 
been made accessible to the West in 
translation—and a very considerable 
work has been done in this direction—. 
would reveal both greater beauties and 
greater defects than will be found in 
this book on the sources; also some 
coincidences with both Christian phil- 
osophy and the theory of evolution—as 
both coincidences will likewise be 
found in the oldest Greek philosophy; 
yet there will hardly be discovered so 
general a coincidence as in the Swamt's 
rendering. India has much that is beau- 
tiful in its religious and philosophic 
thought; but, if we are to judge of 
these adequately, we must judge them 
in their entirety, not in adapted or ex- 
purgated editions.

One of the cleverest, and surely the 
bitterest satire ever written is Upton 
Sinclair's ‘“‘Prin. Hagen.“ The title of 
the story is taken, as lovers of Wagner 
will surmise, from the “Nibelungen- 
lied.” The prince is the grandson of 
Alberish, the son of that Hagen who 
killed Siegfried. and heir to the throne 
of the Nibelungs. Semper, the poet and 
idealist, who tells the story. 
asleep with the score of “Das Rhein- 
gold“ before him, and in his dreams 
visits Nibelheim. Here, to Wagner 
themes, the whole life of the Nibelungs 
unfolds before him, he is taken through 
the treasure caves, where the wealth 
of the little people and all the won- 
drous products of their goldsmiths’ art 
are hoarded in da ess from age to 
age, and is finally informed that h- has 
been brought from the upper world to 
give counsel to Alberich regarding the 
future of the young prince. Hagen— 
says Alberich—is his father’s child, a 
youth of violence and crime, devoid of 
conscience and gratifying his inordinate 
desire of acquisition—in itself a virtue 
among the Nibelungs—at 


for 
rights of others. Alberich feels that 
he is nearing the end of his own life. 
and he and his people are full of anx- 
lety for the future. when Hagen must 
take the throne. Human beings are 
credited with great practical ability, 


to council. 

Of course Sempe! is flattered, H puz- 
zled; and the idea of reforming some- 
one appeals to his idealistic constitu- 
tion. It occurs to him that. if Hagen 
can be taken away from his narrow 
little underground kingdom, he may 
learn to hate darkness and care for 
other pursuits than the mere search for 
goki. These ideas he does not, natu- 
rally, divulge to Alberich, but his coun- 
sel is that Hagen be sent to gain a 
knowledge of the upper world and the 
practical wisdom with which the Nibe- 
lunes eredit it.

a most exemplary head. Secearcely ts 
he fairly installed i the institution 
when Semper begins to receive disqui-j 
eting letters full of unpleasant reporte 
concerning his ward. Hagen has at 
once made himself a leader of a cer- 
tain gang in acts of insubordination, 
and the worried head of the school 
finds his hands more than full. More- 
over, the prince absolutely refuses to 
occupy his time and thought with any 
study that does not please him; al- 
though in those subjects that are his 
cho{ce—practical subjects, all of them 
—he shows a remarkable aptitude and 
acquisitiveness. Graver reports from 
the school follow, hinting that valuable 
pieces of personal property are begin- 
ning to disappear and that Hagen is 
strongly suspected of connection with 
their removal.

i lute master, first of this country and 


finally of the world. An attempt at 
carrying out the scheme is prevented 
only by his death in a runaway acci- 
dent. 

A dry analysis of the plot of this 
book can give no idea of its scathing 
satire, its brilliant and bitter wit. The 
whole social order is arraigned and 
every class shares in the flagellations. 
The point of view is not, however, that 
of the anarchist, but rather, as already 
indicated, of the idealist who sees the 
world as ut is in unhappy contrast with 
what it might and should be. Grant- 
ing the pessimistic one sidedness of the 
book, there is yet so much of truth In 
it that its exaggeration of existing 
evils is more than pardonable. “Prince 
Hagen” can be unreservedly recom- 
mended

cial situation is to call a complete halt 


on inflation of every sort. So far as 
‘s commensurate with the task of 
everting a sharp collapse, inflated 


corporations should be made to wait 
for new money until the mercantile 
satisfied. 
Railroads should be made to see the 
desirability of postponing improve- 
ments which call for new capital in 
the immediate future. Manufacturers 
and merchants should consider care- 
fully the contingency of a somewhat 
slower consumption of general com- 
modities during the next year, and 
should not be rash in stocking up with 
s. The laboring classes should 
arn that the times are not pro- 
pitious for strikes, and that labor as 
well as capital must expect to be af- 
fected by the state of affairs in which 
the speculation of the last five years 
has eventuated. Economy in the cost 
of manufacturing, in the place Pw the 
extravagance which has characttrized 
the period of inflation, 
ne ity. Greater attention should be 
paid to foreign markets as a possible 
means of disposing of such surplus 
stocks of commodities as we may 
ssess. And last but not least, the 
anks should quietly pursue a policy 
of loan contraction, until a normal ad- 
justment is reached between the 
volume of outstanding credits and the 
gold reserve on which they are based. 
In short, prudence is demanded of 
every participant in the material af- 
airs of the nation, until the coun- 
try grows up to the overproduction 
which, in the opinion of the 
ju characterizes it at present. If 
such a policy is pursued, the read- 
justment ought to be effected without 
great widespread hardship, and in a 
measurably short time.—[United States 
Investor.

SANTA ANA, July 31.—The trustees 
‘of the newly-organized Orange Union 
High School have selected Charles W. 
Taylor as principal of the institution. 
Mr. Taylor was for several years con- 
nected with the Santa Ana High Schoo} 
as vice principal, and last year occu- 
pied the position of principal of the 
Anaheim public schools. The re- 
mainder of the teachers are to be se- 
lected later. The school will open this 
fall for the regular school year, occu- 
pying temporary quarters in some hall 
until the new schoolhouse is built and 
equipped. It is estimated that fully 
fifty students will be enrolled to com- 
mence the year, and the new building 
will be designed to accommodate 290 
On account of the central location of 
the school in the heart of a large and 
rapidly-growing section, it is antici- 
pated that within a few years its en- 
rollment of scholars will be next to 
the largest of the high schools of Or- 
ange county, being exceeded only by 
Santa Ana. 

NEW WHARF AT NEWPORT. 

Preparations are under way for the 
construction by the Southern Pacific 
Company of a new wharf at Newport 
Beach, to occupy a position alongside 
the present pier. A wharf larger than 


the present one is needed for the ac- 


commedation of the growing needs of 
the beach town, and its construction 
has been contemplated for some time. 
The new wharf is planned to be longer 
than the one now used, and tracks will 
be laid upon it. 

SCHOOL ELECTIONS INVALID. 

‘The recent school elections in the 
Delhi, Randolph and Pacific City dis- 
tricts, where bonds were voted for the 
building of new schoolhouses, have 
been declared invalid on account of 
some irregularity in the advertising of 
the election notices. As a consequence, 
another election will have to be held 
in each place. and the proposition re- 
advertised. Two of the districts, Ran- 
dolph and Pacific City, were formed 
this year, and are dependent on the 
fesuance of bonds for the opening of 
their school work for the coming year. 

SHORT WALNUT CROP. 

Reports of the walnut crop of. the 

Santa Ana district indicate that it will 


be smaller than given in early esti- 


mates, On account of the dropping of 
nuts from the effects of the blight. In 
some sections this has amounted to a 
considerable financial loss to the grow- 
ers, and will materially curtail receipts 
for the season. The crop for the dis- 
trict. will probably be something less 
than two-thirds of a full yield, while 
some orchardists estimate only half a 
crop. A partial remedy for the blight 
has been found in the Bordeaux mix- 
ture used as a spray on the trees, and 
orchards thus treated have a less per- 


centage of falling nuts than others. 


BRIDGE DAMAGED. 


The long bridge over the Santa Ana 
River at the West Fifth street crossing 
was badly damaged yesterday by the 
Passage of a heavy traction engine, 
whose weight caused the structure to 
sag for a distance of more than thirty 
feet. The bridge has been closed for 
repairs, no heavy traffic being allowed 
upon it.

BAKERSFIELD, July 31.—Word was 
received here late this afternoon of a 
brutal murder at Kernville, a moun- 
tain town thirty miles from the rail- 
road. The crime, which is the climax 
of a series of minor acts of lawlessness 
during the past week, was committed 
last night when some unknown per- 
gon killed in cold blood a negro named 
Williams, who was employed on the 
power plant of the Huntington-Hell- 
man syndicate at that point.

Williams on the reat near Isabell, 
and the negro shot him in the shoul- 
der. The Mexican fled, and Williams, 
claiming self-defense, was not arrest- 

, but was warned that his life was 
in danger at the hands of the friends 
of the Mexican he had wounded, but 
refused to flee. 

Much trouble has been caused by 
‘Mexicans employed on the power plant, 
and last Saturday night about a dozen 
engaged in a free-for-all fight, using 
knives and revolvers freely. One man 
is seriously wounded with a bullet in 
the shoulder, a second lies dying at 
Kernville with a knife wound in the 
groin, and a third had his arm broken 
by a bullet. 


ATHLETICS AT THE WORLD'S FAIR. 


For the first time in the history of 
any exposition, physical culture or 
athletics will be recognized officially 
at the World's Fair at St. Louis in 
1904. With a large appropriation, $75,000 
of which is to be awarded in prizes, 
an excellent programme of events is 
assured. The gymnasium, to be a per- 
“manent one, is now being erected, as 
is also a stadium with a seating capac- 
ity of 35,000. Here will be held during 
the season all known sports. The fea- 
ture of the programme will be the 
Olympic games. It will be the first 
time that these games, which are a re- 
vival of the famous Olympic games of 
Greece, were ever held on American 
soil. They will last one week and will 
consist of running, Jumping, hurdling, 
boxing, wrestling, throwing the discus 
and hammer, etc. This feature will at- 
tract to St. Louis the athletic followers 
of the entire world and the world's 
greatest athletes will be here to take 
part in these contests. 
Two days during the season will be 
deovted to the Amateur Athletic Union 
of the United States, to decide the na- 
tional championship. A cross-country 
championship will be given. Bicycling 
will have three days. Two days will be 
given the national  interscholastic 
championship in which all the prepara- 
tory schools and high schools through- 
out the country will take part. The na- 
tional swimming championship of 
America, which will include plunging, 
short and long distance racing, diving, 
and water polo, as well as college 
aquatic championships, will take place. 
Lawn tennis will be well taken care of 
and the tournaments will last two 
weeks. Many crack foreign teams will 
compete in the latter contests. Mr. J. 
E. Sullivan, secretary of the American 
Athletic Union, has been appointed 
chief of physical culture for the World's 
Fair.

Popes of Other Days. 

Many of the Popes have sprung from 
low origin. Alexander V (1409) was a 
beggar boy. Benedict XII was the son 
of a baker; Sixtus IV (1471) was the 
son of a Yisherman; Sixtus V (1585) 
whose name was Felix Perretti, was 
a pig driver at Montalto, and attracted 
the attention of a Frageiscan monk, 
who educated him. He rose to be 
bishop of Fermo, soon after to be Car- 
dinal, and was then elevated to the 
Papal throne and celebrated his reign 
by erecting some of the finest buildings 
in Rome. Nathaniel Hawthorne, writ- 
ing of his tomb in the grand old church 
of St. Muria Magiore, says: “If any- 
thing can still the spectator to silence 
and awaken him to great recollections, 
it is the monument of this astonishing 
man who as a child herded swine, and 
as a man commanded Kings and filled 
Rome with so many works that from 
every side his name, like an echo, 
ngs upon the traveler’s ears.“ 

Urban IV (1961) was the son of a 
French cobbler: Adrian VI was the son 
of a weaver: Benedict XI was the son 
of a shepherd: Boniface the Great was 
a street gamin and held horses for 
pennies. In recollectionof his earlier 
days he invited twi kings to lead his 
mule when he rode to his coronation 
as Pope of Rome. Hildebrand, the 
great orater monk, who became Pope 
Gregory VII (1703) was the son of a 
carpenter from Tuscany and one of 
the most brill. ut statesmen of his age. 
He practically revolutfonizc d Furovpe. 

There is a tradition that one of the 
Popes, Victor I, who reigned in 193, was 
a colored man, an Ethiopian. Three of 
the Popes were Jews—St. Peter, St. 
Clement and Theodorus I, who reigned 
in 642, Clement was a fellow laborer 
with St. Paul, and was mentioned by 
him in the third verse of the fourth 
chapter of the Epistle to the Philip- 
lans. He was the fourth Pope, and suf- 
fered martyrdom in the year 100. Theo- 
dorus was descenden from a famous 
Jewish scholar, who rereoved to Rome 
curing the occupation of Judea by the 
Romans and held a high position. 

Several of the Pores were leymen, 
and the election to the Pentificate has 
several times been declined. Martin 
IV was a layman, and at one time 
Mavor of Rome. Clement IV was a 
lawyer, and was secretary to St. Louis 
of France. Innocent VIII was married 
and the father of a large family. He 
did not take orders until after the 
death of his wife. Adrian Il was elected 
three times and declined twice. He was 
76 years old when he was elected the 
third time, and died at 81. He was a 
married man and a Cardinal Deacon. 
Persons holding that ecclesiastical 
rank are not pledged to vows of cele- 
bacy. He separated from his wife 
after his election as Popé, however, but 
she and his daughters lived in Rome 
during hie Pontificate and saw him fre- 
quently.—fAnaconda Standard.

Final Answer to be Given Monday and 
Leading Iron-working Firms Declare 
Intention to Pay No Attention to 
Latest Dictatorial Attempt. 


Not content with having practically 
paralyzed the frame-building industry 
of Los Angeles, the walking dema- 
gogues have now tried to kill the ad- 
vance of the city completely by stirring 
up the iron workers and are trying 
their hardest to call out all the arti- 
sans employed in the large foundries. 

The latest demand of the iron work- 
ers, who are far and away a better- 
paid class than they ever were before, 
is a rise from 37% cents an hour to 
39; a small matter on the face of it, 
but one that mounts up when \thous- 
nds are concerned in it. If they had 
stuck to the increase in wages the 
foundries might have granted the de- 
mand, but along with the “rise” the 
walking demagogues have attempted 
to essay jurisdiction over the business 
of those who employ labor, and that is 
where the shoe pinches. Most business 
men have worked themselves up to a 
position of prominence from a humble 
situation, and are imbued with the 
idea that they know how to run their 
own affairs, so resent the dictation of 
a gang of crooks who never did an 
honest day’s work in their lives, and 
most of whom are ready to sell their 
birthright and that of their mates for 
the proverbial mess of pottage.

It is not generally believed there will 
be any general walkout Monday when 
the “demands” are turned down, as in 
the case of the bigger foundries they 
will be. Just what some of the smaller 
fry will do remains to be seen. Many 
of the institutions have big building 
contracts on hand and this fact the 
agitators know. 
CITIZENS STAND TOGETHER. 

Denver Business Man Tells How They 

Protect Themselves There Against 

Labor-Union Oppression. 

“The citizens of all cities threatened 
with the oppression of labor unions 
should organize for self-prote¢- 
tion, as we have done in Denver, said 
C. M. Bills of the Colorado capital 
yesterday. Mr. Bills ts a member of 
a firm of marble and granite dealers 
and cutters, employing a large num- 
ber of workmen, and is spending a va- 
eation here and in Long Beach. 
The organization against union op- 
pression of which the Denver em- 
ployer spoke is the newly-formed Cit- 
izens’ Alliance of that city, the pur-

boycott, coercion, persecution of non- 
union labor and other usurpations, and 
oppressive acts of labor unions.” 

In the constitution is found the fol- 
lowing paragraph: “The members of 
the alliance may be persons, firms, 
associations or corporations owning 
property, employed in or engaged in 
business in the of Colorado, or 
employés who a members of any 
labor organization hich resorts 
the boycott or other coercive meth- 
ods.“

“This alliance was formed among the 
liberty loving citizens of Denver about 
two months ago, said Mr. Bills, at 
the time of the big strike inaugurated 
by the van and truck drivers. Mat- 
ters had come to such a pass that it 
was realized by the citizens that if 
labor union tyranny were allowed to 
continue a step further, legitimate 
business would be brought to a stand- 
still, and not another cent of outside 
capital would be invested in Denver. 
The alliance has already made itself 
felt to a wonderful degree. It now 
has 14,000 members, and like organiza- 
tions have been effected in Golden, Ida- 
ho Springs and Pueblo. 

„The organization was formed, not 
to fight unions, but to correct wrongs 
perpetrated by unions. Its motto is, 
‘Law and order first: creeds, politics 
and unions after ward.“
